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It  is  essential  in  the  interests  of  the 
users  of  this  Area  and  for  the  proper  admin¬ 
istration  of  a  tent  camp  of  this  size,  that 
certain  rules  and  requirements  be  observed* 
The  cooperation  of  all  campers  is  requested 
and  will  be  greatly  appreciated* 

Eor  the  common  good,  it  is  necessary  to 
prohibit  the  following: 

1.  Use  of  the  area  for  private  gain, 
solicitation  or  advertising. 

2.  Disorderly  conduct,  intoxication, 
obscenity  or  indecency. 

3.  Use  of  firearms  and  fireworks. 

4.  Picking,  collecting  or  disturbing 
native  plant  materials,  such  as  trees,  shrubs, 
flowers  and  ferns* 

5.  Peeling  bark,  mutilating  trees  or  de¬ 
facing  buildings  or  other  improvements  by 
marking,  cutting  or  misuse. 

GENERAL  RULES 

1.  ^uiet  will  be  observed  between  the 
hours  of  10  P„M.  and  7  A.M.  unless  special 
permission  has  been  obtained  from  the  Admin¬ 
istrator. 

2.  All  State  laws  and  regulations  govern¬ 
ing  public  health  and  sanitation  will  be 
rigidly  enforced. 

3.  Automobiles  will  be  parked  in  designa¬ 
ted  parking  spaces  unless  other  arrangements 
are  permitte 

4.  Campers  and  picnickers  must  work  up 
their  fuelwood  at  designated  wood  yards  and 
must  provide  the  tools  needed  for  that  purpose 

5.  suitable  sticks  are  provided  for  roast¬ 
ing  wieners  and  marshmallows  as  the  cutting 
of  trees  and  shrubs  is  prohibited. 

6.  To  prevent  forest  fires,  smokers  will 
extinguish  all  cigarettes,  cigars,  pipe  ashes 
and  matches  before  discarding  them. 

RULES  EOR  CAMPING  AREAS 

1.  The  area  west  of  Peabody  River  is  re¬ 
served  and  developed  for  camping  only. 

2.  All  prospective  campers  will  register 
at  the  Administration  Building.  Complete 
name,  address,  and  automobile  plate  number  is 
required.  The  sticker  which  is  given  out  at 


time  of  registration  will  be  stuck  on  the 
lower  right  hand  comer  of  the  windshield. 

No  advance  reservations  for  particular  loca¬ 
tions  will  be  made,  campers  will  check  out 
at  the  Administration  Building  when  departing 

3.  campers  will  maintain  their  camp  sites 
in  a  neat,  orderly  and  sanitary  condition  at 
all  times.  Garbage  and  refuse  will  be  burned 
or  deposited  in  the  containers  provided. 

Daily  refuse  collection  is  provided  by  the 
Forest  Service. 

4.  Trailer  camping  is  allowed  only  on  the 
Swimming  Pool  Field  and  the  Big  Meadow.  After 
the  trailer  is  parked  on  the  Big  Meadow  the 
car  will  thereafter  be  parked  in  the  space 
provided  for  that  purpose. 

5.  Trailer  campers  will  not  use  any  to i lei 
whether  chemical  or  otherwise,  installed  in 
any  trailer  coach.  They  will  use  the  toilet 
facilities  provided  on  the  area.  Sink  water 
will  not  be  discharged  upon  the  ground  while 
trailer  is  parked  on  the  recreation  Area. 

6.  A  parking  area  is  provided  near  the 
Administration  Building  for  visitors  in  that 
immediate  vicinity,  and  visitors  may  also 
park  for  short  periods  on  unused  parking 
spurs  on  the  other  parts  of  the  Recreation 
Area.  They  will  refrain  from  parking  else- 
whe  re . 

7.  Fires  will  be  built  only  at  existing 
fireplaces  and  grates,  and  all  fires  must  be 
completely  extinguished  before  leaving  camp¬ 
ing  sites. 

8.  Dogs  must  be  tied  up,  confined  or 
otherwise  cared  for  in  a  manner  satisfactory 
to  the  Administrator  in  charge. 

9.  Dancing  and  entertainment  in  the  Ad¬ 
ministration  Building  will  be  confined  to 
organized  affairs  carried  out  and  attended 
by  bonafide  campers  and  their  guests  with 
the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  Adminis¬ 
trator  in  charge.  There  will  be  no  dancing 
on  the  bridge  over  the  Peabody  River. 

10.  Any  tent  or  camping  outfit  unoccupied 
or  unused  for  more  than  48  hours  will  be  re¬ 
moved  by  the  Forest  officer  in  charge  and 
stored  for  a  period  of  30  days  at  the  owner’s 
risk.  If  not  claimed  by  the  camper  after 
this  period,  it  will  be  sold  or  otherwise 
disposed  of. 


11.  Ditches  not  over  3n  deep  may  be  dug 
around  tents  if  absolutely  necessary,  but 
any  ditch  so  dug  must  be  filled  in  before 
the  campsite  is  vacated. 

12.  The  length  of  stay  of  campers  will 
be  limited  to  fifteen  days..  If  there  is  no 
demand  for  camp  sites  this  length  of  stay 
may  be  extended. 

13.  Children  under  17  years  of  age  will 
not  be  allowed  to  camp  without  a  chaperon  or 
counselor  of  legal  age  in  full  time  attend¬ 
ance. 


RULES  FOR  SWIMMING  POOL 

1.  Swimming  is  permitted  only  between  the 
hours  10  A.M.  to  8  P.M.  when  lifeguards  are 
on  duty. 

2.  Persons  infected  with  skin  or  other 
communi cable  diseases  will  not  be  allowed  in 
the  water. 

3.  Organized  garass  are  not  allowed  on 
the  beach  or  in  the  swimming  area.  Pushing 
and  all  forms  of  rough  play  creating  hazards 
to  human  safety  are  prohibited. 

4.  No  dogs  will  be  allowed  in  the  water. 

5.  Parking  of  automobiles  along  Pinkham 
nB"  road  or  along  the  camp  drives  by  users 
of  the  swimming  pool  is  prohibited. 

6.  Non-campers  may  use  the  swimming  pool 
provided  that  they  park  their  cars  on  the 
picnicking  area  parking  spaces. 

7.  Campers  or  visitors  will  not  change 
clothes  in  automobiles,  toilets  or  woods. 

RULES  FOR  PICNICKING  AREA 

1.  Fires  will  be  allowed  only  in  exist¬ 
ing  fireplaces  and  grates.  All  firest  must 
be  completely  extinguished  before  leaving 
the  picnic  site. 

2.  All  refuse  should  be  burned  or  pieced 
in  trash  receptacles  provided  for  such  puiv 
poses.  Please  burn  papers  and  similar  refuse 

3.  The  picnic  site  shall  be  left  in  a 
neat  and  acceptable  condition. 

4.  Picnickers  are  requested  to  register 
at  the  registration  booth  provided. 

5.  All  persons  must  leave  the  picnicking 
area  by  10:30  P.M.
